A n inquest into the facts con­ 


cerning the death of Perry B ow ­ 


man, 
the section 
man who was 


killed in the S., 
W . 
&

wreck, was held Sunday morning 


by Coroner T. P. M cCluney at thv; 


Hillis undertaking room. 
The fol­ 
lowing jury heard the evidence:

Walker, John P. D ow and S. L. 
H istings. 
Conductor Patrick Currau testi­ 
fied that after the wreck he had e x ­ 
amined the track and 
found 
an 
average of seven spikes in e ich rail 
and seven nearly new ties. 
He was asked how many sound 
ties 
there 
should 
ordinarily 
be 
under each rail, and said sixteen or 
seventeen. 
The track was in safe 
condition, he thought, to 
run a 
train over it. 
Engineer Willhite testified that 
the train was running at a speed of 
about fifteen miles an hour, and 
that the wreck occurred on a curve. 
George W . Jackson, a section- 
man, testified that he had made an 
examination of the track after the 
wreck and knew that it was caused 
by the rails spreading. 
He did not think the track was 
safe for a heavy train, and stated 
that it was not sufficiently spiked 
nor were the ties new ones and 
sound. 
In answer to a question, he said 
that each rail should be held by 
about 36 spikes, and that those he 
examined on the S., W . & S. W . 
tracks averaged 
about 14 to the 
raili* 
This was insufficient, espe­ 
cially on a curve. 
The jury returned a verdict that 
Perry Bowman came to his death 
“ from an accidental wreck on the 
S., W . & S. W . railroad, supposed 
to be caused by spreading of the 
rails and defective ties,”

Goulds, realizing that the presence 
of Colonel Phelps at the state capi­ 
tal was a detriment to their railroad 
interests, have decided to unload.

Likely to Arise Out of Attempts to Ex­ 
terminate the Mosquito. 
“ There is likely to be a new prob­ 
lem in the law if some of the plans 
for the exlernunation of the mosqui­ 
to are carried out/’ said one of the 
younger inemhers of the New Orleans 
bar, to a Times-Democrat reporter, 
“and the members of the profession 
who liave made a specialty of the law 
of damages will have an opportunity 
to spin some very fine theories. Sup­ 
pose, for instance, the city of New 
Orleans, by ordinance, should make 
the screening of ci.^terns compulsory, 
and suppose it sJiouId be declared 
against the law to leave water of any 
kind standing on the premises for 
any lenglli of time, and j)enalty and 
punislinienL should be fixed fora vio­ 
lation of the oilensc, the purpose of 
these provisions being to prevent 
mosquitoes from breeding. Now, sup­ 
pose some man violates this law and 
provides a breeding place for mos­ 
quitoes, as a result of his failure to 
have liis cistern screened, or his tardi­ 
ness ill ridding his premises of stand­ 
ing and stagnant water. 
Suppose 
mosquitoes deposit their eggs on the 
surface of the cistern or other water 
— for some few of these insects, you 
know, might 
blow 
in 
from the 
swamps. The eggs hatch out and be­ 
come wiggle tails, and wiggle tails 
grow wings and become mosquitoes, 
and so here you are. The purpose of 
the law has been defeated. Suppose 
some of the mosquitoes drift over to 
the place next door, and one of tliem 
is infected with something or other, j 
and bites some member of the neigh- i 
boring family, and the said member 
contracts the ailment with which the 
mosquito is infected— if these facts 
could be established, wouldirt it be 
actionable within the meaning of the 
law made and ])rovided? 1 think so. 
It would be actionable iH'gligence, 
and the neiglibor could sue, ami in 
fixing the measure of damages 1 im­ 
agine the jury would take into cou- 
si<lcralion not ni(‘ridy the outlay of 
ca^h oil a doctor’s hill, but the rack­ 
ing }niin and suiicring of the victim, 
and the fear, and anxiety, and tor­ 
ture of members of the liousehold. 
But suppose we do not go 
further 
than the tormenting sound of the 
mosquito voice, i f a man, because of 
his negligenccN and his failure to com­ 
ply with the ordinance, should breed 
a ])cstering lot of mosquitoes on his 
premises, and they should float over 
next door to torment and harass the 
members of the family, break their 
rest, rack their nerves, and comport 
themselves generally in such a way 
as to become 
a 
public nuisance, 
wouldn’t the tormented family have 
some sort of ground for damages? 
It would seem to me that they would. 
If what we hear of the mosquito is 
true, he can do more damages than a 
man’s horse, or his dog, or his cow, 
or any other animal, and many of 
these creatures, you know, have by 
their conduct laid the foundation for 
damage suits. These reflections have 
convinced me that the mosquito may 
after awhile present some rather se­ 
rious but interesting legal problems 
to members of the fraternity, and I 
think the conclusion is perfectly con­ 
sistent with the facts of the case, and 
the reasoning applicable thereto.”

A man named 
Scott, living in Minneapolis, grew to 
hate his relativ es as he wax ed o lder, 
and he made a will leav in£ his prop- 


erty, all in government bonds, fo the 
county, to help out the taxpayers. 
But cLS he advanced in years his 
hatred.s grew inore and more far- 
reaching. 
From confining them 
merely to his relatives, he began to 
hate his neighbors, and finally all the 
people who were associated with liim 
ill aîiy way. 
Then he hit upon a 
seheine. He tore up his first will and 
coiistriieted another, directing that 
the bonds be burned, thus causing the 
value of them to remain for ever in 
the United States treasury. 
If he 
had lived long enough, this scheme, 
too, would doubtless have seemed un­ 
satisfactory, but he died soon after. 
Tlic court quickly disposed of the 
will, and now the immediate heirs are 
enjoying the property.

The journey by rail from Los 
Angeles, Cai., to Phoenix , Ariz , 
these midsummer day s is without 
doubt the hottest any where in the 
country .

eastern slope of the mountains, he 
finds a temperature that is seldom 
below 105 degrees in the shade and 
often nearer 115 degrees, the Sun­ 
day Post-Dispatch say s : 
Sev eral times resently the tem­ 
perature in the cars, while crossing 
the Colorado and Maricopa deserts, 
has been ev en 121 degrees. 
From 
J une 23 to J uly 4 the av erage daily 
temperature at 
stations on the 
desert along the railroad was 116 
degrees, and the old-timers said 
that the sun had not y et begun to 
get down to activ e business. 
In all this region Yuma is ac­ 
knowledged to be the banner hot 
town of America. 
The writer ob­ 
serv ed the mercury in the ther­ 
mometers at Yuma the other day 
with interest. 
At 2 p. m. the mercury stood 
at 117 degrees in the shade of a 
"Wide porch. 
At 3 o’clock it reg­ 
istered 119 degrees, and at 3:4 0 
o’clock it was at 120 degrees. That 
was the highest notch for the day . 
A t 4 *.30 the mercury was back at 
118 , and at 6 o’clock it was down 
at 116 , and from that hour until 2 
a. m. it fell ev ery hour until it 
stopped at 109. 
Then the Yuma 
people went to bed on cots in the 
doory ards and on piazzas to take 
adv antage of the cool of the night 
for slumber. 
This is a fair sample of the 
weather in Yuma and Southern 
Arizona towns from the middle of 
J une until ev ery October. 
Occi- 
sionally the temperature will rii^e 
to 124 and ev en to 127 degrees,and 
there hav e been a few seasons when 
for 16 and 18 dav s at a stretch the 
temperature in Yuma has ranged 
from 114 to 126 . 
Ex perience has taught people 
liv ij g in this region to giv e heed 
to tiieir diet. 
Only the simplest 
foocs may be eaten with impunity . 
Melons, corn, fruits and cereals 
comprise the foods of the wise ones 
A ll manner of Mex ican dishes and 
soups are popular. 
No one who has nev er ex peri­ 
enced it can hav e an adequate idea 
of what such heat means. 
Many 
a soldier of the regular army is now 
drawing a pension for total blind­ 
ness caused by facing the frightful 
glare of the sun and the awful heat 
from the desert while serv ing in an 
Arizona garrison.
